EDITORIAL 


THE SIX CC. RENT HIKE 


News of the sudden 10024 rent increase by landlord Chi- 
nese Six Companies brought to light a number of Significant 
problems long faced by the residents of the overcrowded 
Chinatown: Substandard housing, high rent and indifferent， 
profit-minded sium landlords.， The tenants of the two-flat 
buildings at 770 Commercial will have their rents increased， 
beginning in June, from 9128a to 9$250 and from 3133 to 
3$270 respectively on the second and third floors. Besides 
being poor and unable to meet the rent increase, these facts 
also emerged: (]) there wasa rent increase only four months 
ago, (2) tenants of both flats recently paid a Substantial 
amount of money to have their flats painted, floors covered 
with new tiles and windows draped. Little wonder, the tenm- 
ants called the increase “excessive, prohibitive and PuUni- 
tive”and asked the“benevolent”organization to “Tecon- 
Sider and rescind”its decision. 


Given these facts, we _ too concur with the conclusions 
of the tenants. We also agree with the Human Rights Com- 
mission's advice that perhaps the tenants should pay only 
the old rent until the commission can investigate. We note 
with approval that the Citizens Advisory Commiittee of the 
Chinatown Housing-Recreation Planning Study (701 study)， 
went on record to Support the tenants” protest and the Com- 
munity Design Center of the University of California ls act- 
ing as a liaison between the landlord and the tenants.

We believe that tenants have a legitimate complaint and 
that the following actions should be taken: 

(1) A full-scale investigation of this case and all cases af- 
by the Six Co. decision should be conducted by the 
HRC without further delay. 

(2) TIenants Should continue to pay their old rents or place 
their rent under an impartial trust until the investigation is 
compjleted and recommendations made. 

(3) The non-profit making Six Co.,which has long claim- 
ed to represent the Chinese communlty, Should disclose all 
its holdings and expenditures to the public on a regular basis 
so that the public can better understand the organijzation. 

(4) TIhe 701 Study should include a rent and income 
Structures Study and make recommendations on effective 
measures to control rent increase in Chinatown. 

(5) Sign the petition for a rent control ordinance noOW 
being circulated by the 39.F. Legislative Council for Older 
Americans.

do now.”Does Mr. Wright want to 
imnport middqle-class whites into 
San Francisco to keep ahead of the 
blacks in the“numbers game”of 
San Erancisco pojlitics” Is it impos- 
sible to raise the minority poor to 
middle-class status? If the white 
population is passed by the blacks， 
and the balance of poweris held by 
the Spanish andq Chinese, would it 
be such a “frightening thing”?
